And if yours are fo, 
confult our tirft Volumes, in fome of which you‘ll find 
another fort of an Inftrument without Glatfes, which 
may be very uleful and beneficial to your reading. If 
nothing will'do, leave poreing {o much on Maps and 
Mercurys, and read litcle but what's neceflary, the 
Bible and books of Devotion, the beft ule you can 
make of thoie curious Engines.
